Refineries Will Be Built 
In Jamaica and Antigua; 


Jersey Interest inKingston | 


Two new refineries are scheduled 
for construction in the Caribbean. 
Standard Oil Company (New Jersey) 
construct one in Jamaica 
will 


build one in Antigua. It is not at all 


unlikely that former employee who 
helped build Lago into one of the 
world’s largest refineries will use| 


their skills in assisting the construc- 
tion of both these refineries. 

The Jamaica refinery will be a 
28,000-barrel-a-day plant in King- 
ston. In early stages of construction 
of allied facilities in the harbor, un- 
expected difficulty arose. Dredgers 
discovered that the harbor floor was 
littered with boulders up to three 
feet in diameter. They were dumped 
there years ago after serving as in- 
bound ballast carried by sailing 
ships. The boulders are reminders of 
Kingston's and Port Royal's niche in 
Caribbean maritime history. 

The West Indies Oil Company’s 
refinery will have an initial capacity 
of 10,000 barrels. The company 
owned by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany (Indiana) and Natomas Com- 
pany of San Francisco. Crude oil 
will from Lake Maracaibo 
where approximately 2700 barrels a 
day are produced by an Indiana af- 
filiate. Natomas is primarily a ship- 
ping, mining and estate 
pany. The new refinery will 
$16 million. 

Esso SAF is proceeding with its 
plans to construct a 60,000-barrel-a- 
day refinery in the Marseilles area.

, Dec. 6 is the date St. Nicholas is 
said to have died, sometime in the 
fourth century. The years 345 and 
352 are both stated.

thonored on this date by the ancient 
Greeks and Latins. He was bishop of 
(Myra in Lycia in Asia-Minor during 
tthe reign of Emporer Diocletian, who 
jSubjected St. Nicholas to persecution 
and torture because of his faith. St 
Nicholas spent much time in jail un- 
itil the more tolerant reign of Con- 
;Stantine. The oldest known monu- 
ment to St. Nicholas seems to be the 





;church of SS. Priscus and Nicholas 
jbuilt in Constantinople by Emporer 
Justinian. The name of St. Nicholas 


first appears in the west in the ninth 


jycentury, and the first churches de- 
jdicated to him occurred in the 
,eleventh century. There are nearly 


400 churches in England dedicated to 
St. Nicholas 

In art St. Nicholas is represented 
with various attributes, being mostly 
depicted with three children standing 
in a tub by his side. This portrayal 
draws its meaning from the legend 
that St. Nicholas miraculously 
tored to life three young students 
who had been slain by an evil inn- 
keeper. The doer of the ill deed had 
placed the bodies of the three stud- 
ents in a salting tub. Through this 
he became the patron saint of stud- 
ents.

Soapsuds Make Excellent 
Snow for Gay Decorations 


Christmas is only a few days away. Many homes are decorated and 
others will be. It’s the latter that presents its occupants problems. 
There never seems to be enough time tc accumulate all the material 
needed to decorate. One available medium is soapsuds. It’s a swift and 
easy way to finish off last minute decorative chores. 


Soapsuds provide a novel way to 
complete holiday projects; glistening 
suds whipped up like snow can be 
used to decorate Christmas trees and 
|gift boxes, bring three-dimensional 
|artwork to mirrors and window 
|and provide an effective safety valve 
for youngsters’ excitement 

Suds-snow not only works like 
magic, it’s as simple to produce as 
rubbing Aladdin's lamp. Pour several 
cups of packaged soap (or deter- 
gent) and a minimum of water into 
a bowl. Beat with an electric or hand 
mip until suds have the consistency 
of whipped cream. 

Start with the Christmas tree. 
Realistic suds-snow will bring that 
white Christmas to the evergreen, no 
|matter what the weather is outside 
Using a spoon, drift some "snow" 





artistically on the tree’s boughs. 








Atter frosting the tree, complete 
the decoration with distinctive orna- 
ments made from the same basic 
soap, but mixed to a stiff, dough-like 
consistency. For example, fill 
cookie press with these thick suds. 
Then press snowflake circles or dia- 
monds, with holes in the middle, onto 
a cookie sheet, and add glitter for a 
sparkling touch. Let them dry for 
twenty-four and they’re ready to be 
tied to the boughs of the tree with 
colorful ribbons or strings. 

Versatile suds-snow comes in 
handy for decorating gift packages. 
Wrap presents with attractive paper

and fill a pastry tube with medium 


dense suds. Draw any appropriate 

design for the occasion — initials, 

messages, snowflakes or candy cane.
